Sec. 2. GOALS AND ACCOUNTABILITY == ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT .

1. For the fiscal year beginnin? July 1, 2009, the goals
for the department of economic development shall be to expand
and stimulate the state economy, increase the wealth of
lowans, and increase the population of the state.

2. To achieve the goals in subsection 1, the department of
economic development shall do all of the following for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009:

a. Concentrate its efforts on programs and activities that
result in commercially viable products and services.

b. Adopt practices and services consistent with free
market, private sector philosophies.

c. Ensure economic growth and development throughout the
state.

Sec. 3. DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. There is
appropriated from the general fund of the state to the
department of economic development for the fiscal year
be?inning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010, the
following amounts, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be
used for the purposes desighated:

The department shall utilize 1.0 of the full=time
equivalent positions authorized under subsection 1 for
marketing and compliance activities of the targeted small
business program.

The department shall establish a strong and aggressive
marketing image to showcase lowa®"s workforce, existing
industry, and potential. A priority shall be placed on
recruiting new businesses, business expansion, and retaining
existing lowa businesses. Emphasis shall also be placed on
entrepreneurial development through helping to secure capital
for entrepreneurs, and developing networks and a business
climate conducive to entrepreneurs and small business.

Cc. A business creating jobs with economic development
assistance through moneys appropriated in this subsection
shall be subject to contract provisions stating that new and
retained jobs shall be filled by individuals who are citizens
of the United States who reside within the United States or
any person authorized to work in_the United States pursuant to
federal law, including legal resident aliens in the United
States. Any vendor who receives such public moneys shall
adhere to such contract provisions and ﬁrovide periodic
assurances as_the state shall require that the jobs are filled
solely by citizens of the United States who reside within the
United States or any person authorized to work in the United

e. From the moneys appropriated in this subsection, the
department may provide financial assistance to early=stage
industry companies being established by women entrepreneurs.

f. From the moneys appropriated in this subsection, the
department may provide financial assistance in the form of
grants, loans, or forgivable loans for advanced research and
commercialization projects involving value=added agriculture,
advanced technology, or biotechnology.

Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys appropriated in
this subsection that remain unencumbered or unobligated at the
close of the fiscal year shall not revert but shall remain
available for expenditure for the purposes designated until
the close of the succeeding fiscal year.

The centers shall be designed to
support workers, businesses, and communities with information,
referrals, job placement assistance, translation, Ian%uage
training, and resettlement, as well as technical and legal
assistance on such issues as forms and documentation. Through
the coordination of local, state, and federal service
providers, and through the development of partnerships with
public, private, and nonprofit entities with established
records of international service, these centers shall seek to
provide a seamless service delivery system for new lowans.

For the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2009, any entity that was specifically identified in 2001 lowa
Acts, chapter 188, to receive funding from the department of
economic development, excluding any entity identified to
receive a direct appropriation beginning July 1, 2009, may
apply to the department for assistance through the appropriate
program. The department shall provide application criteria
necessary to implement this section.

Sec. 23. SHELTER ASSISTANCE FUND. In providing moneys
from the shelter assistance fund to homeless shelter programs
in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30,
2010, the department of economic development shall explore the

otential of allocating moneys to homeless shelter programs
ased in part on their ability to move their clients toward
self=sufficiency.

Sec. 24. UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION PROGRAM.
Notwithstanding section 96.9, subsection 4, paragraph "a",
moneys credited to the state by the secretary of the treasury
of the United States pursuant to section 903 of the Social
Security Act are apProBriated to the department of workforce
development and shall be used by the department for the
administration of the unemployment compensation program only.
This appropriation shall not apply to any fiscal year
beginning after December 31, 2009.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes appropriations and transfers from the
general fund of the state and other funds to the department of
cultural affairs, the department of economic development, the
university of lowa, the university of northern lowa, lowa
state university, the department of workforce development, and
the public employment relations board for the 2009=2010 fiscal
year.

The_bill provides that the goals for the department of
economic development shall be to expand and stimulate the
state economy, increase the wealth of lowans, and increase the
population of the state.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of economic
development for providing financial assistance to lowa"s
councils of governments that provide technical and planning
assistance to local governments.

The bill transfers moneys collected by the division of
insurance in excess of the anticipated gross revenues to the
department of economic development for purposes of insurance
economic development and international Insurance economic
development.

The bill appropriates moneys from the lowa community
development loan fund to the department of economic
development for purposes of the community development program.

The bill approEriates moneys from the workforce development
fund account to the workforce development fund.

The bill provides that moneys appropriated or transferred



to or receipts credited to the workforce development fund may
be used_ for administration of workforce development
activities.

The bill provides that all moneys remaining in the job
training fund on July 1, 2009, and any moneys appropriated or
credited to the fund during the fiscal year beginning July 1,
2009, shall be transferred to the workforce development fund.

The bill requires the state board of regents to submit a
report on the progress of regents institutions in meeting the
strategic plan for technology transfer and economic
development.

The bill requires the auditor of state to conduct an audit
of the department of workforce development.

The bill appropriates moneys from the special employment
security contingency fund to the department of workforce
development for the division of workers® compensation.

The bill appropriates interest earned on the unemployment
compensation reserve fund to the department of workforce
development for the operation of field offices.

The bill allows the office of renewable fuels and
coproducts to aﬁply to the department of economic development
for moneys in the value=added agricultural products and
processes financial assistance fund if Senate File 344 is not
enacted, or the grow lowa values fund, if Senate File 344 is
$nagted, for deposit in the renewable fuels and coproducts

und.

The bill requests the auditor of state to review the audit
of the lowa finance authority performed by the auditor hired
by the authority.

The bill provides that, for the Fiscal year beginning July
1, 2009, any entity that was specifically i1dentified in 2001
lowa Acts, chapter 188, to receive funding from the department
of economic_development, excluding any entity identified to
receive a direct appropriation beginning July 1, 2009, may
apply to the department for assistance through the appropriate

The bill appropriates moneys from moneys credited to the
state by the secretary of the treasury of the United States
pursuant to the Social Security Act to the department of
workforce development for the administration of the
unemployment compensation program only.
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
